With the general run of vegetables 
and flowers, there is no advantage in 
getting things in while there is still 
danger vof serious frost. One set- 
‘back from a cold day or two com- 
pletely offsets the early start and 
may indeed mean replanting the 
whole garden. This caution 
does not apply to the hardiest vege- 
tables or flowers or to grass seed. 
These should be sown just as soon as 
grass is fit to work. 

A Short Cut 


For # short cut the gardener is ad- 
vised to purchase a certain quantity 
of started plants of both flowers and 
vegetables, These are usually pur- 
chased from the greenhouse, florist 
or seed house. It is important to get 
the varieties wanted and on this ac- 
count it is an excellent idea to con- 
sult a good Canadian seed catalogue 
before placing the order. The gard- 
ener can look over the various varie- 
ties offered in the catalogue and 
should make sure that the -particu- 
lar varieties wanted are in the boxes 
of plants bought. 

Among the flowers which can be 
purchased as started plants are cos- 
mos, zinnias, petunias, marigolds, 
salpiglossis, nicotine and a host of 
others. Cabbages, celery, tomatoes, 
head lettuce, egg and pepper plants 
in the vegetable line are all sold as 
started plants. a 

Most For Money 

Those with only a little land to 
spare should concentrate on those 
vegetables which give the biggest re- 
turns for the smallest space occupied. 
Among such kinds are beans, car- 
rots, onions, lettuce, swiss chard, 
spinach, cucumbers and beets. In the 
lesser-known - vegetables are leeks, 
egg and pepper plants, broad beans 
and cos lettuce. These can all be 
grown in almost any part of Canada. 
Experts advise the inclusion of 
something new in the vegetable line 
each year so that variety can be 
gradually widened. 


Ocean Flying Boats 


Three Huge Ships For Trans-Atlantic 
Service To Be Launched 

Three huge ocean flying-boats, 
nearly twice as large as the Empire 
flying-boats, are likely to be launch- 
ed from Rochester very shortly.

Control Of F oodstuffs 


Stringent Government Measures To 
Be, Adopted In Britain 


Measures designed to abolish war- 
time profiteering and speculation in 
food by placing its sale under strict 
government control were published 
by the British board of trade’s de- 
partment of food. defence plans, 
headed by Sir Henry French, 

The scheme provides for creation 
f° 1,400 local food provisioning. com- 
mittees, the personnel of which has 
been selected. All documents re- 
quired for their work, including 19,- 
000,000 food request blanks and 60,- 
000,000. ration cards, have been *pre- 
pared by government printing press. 

The plan provides stringent gov- 
ernment control over the purchase 
of necessary foodstuffs from foreign 
countries and domestic ‘producers. 
Authority to purchase and transport 
foodstuffs will be concentrated in 
government hands to eliminate com- 
petition and speculation among’ pur- 
chasers and to avoid risks, losses, 
damage and delay in shipment 

Existing import firms would handle 
wartime purchases from abroad in 
the capacity of government agents. 
Import committees would be estab- 
lished in each port zone in order to 
speed up control, unloading, storage 
and distribution of food: 

The scheme, which has been under 
preparation for three years’ and 
which is modelled on the experience 
of the closing years of the Great 
War, was said to be advanced to the 
stage where the pushing of a button 
or the despatch of a telegram could 
set it in motion all over the country. 

The flow of supplies, regulated by 
the: government, is expected to elimi- 
nate any necessity of forming queues 
at food supply centres.

Doctor Claims Candy Hampers 
Growth Of Young Children

HOW IT STARTED 


‘The universal totem of the barber, 
the pole painted in alternate stripes 
of red and white is.familiar to every- 
one. Does everyone know how it 
started? 

The history of this pole dates back 
from the Middle ages when the bar- 
ber. was the only surgeon. 


In the reign of Hdward IV. a. 


charter of incorporation was given 
to the “Freeman of the Mystery .of 
the Barbers of the City of London 
using the Mystery of the Faculty of 
Surgery.” Thus the art of the sur- 
geon and the trade of the barber 
were combined. Govérnors of this 
combination were appointed*and this 
step may be said to have been the 


inception of what is now thé Royal: 


College of Surgeons of England, 

In the reign of Henry VIII., the 
barbers and surgeons of London were 
merged into one body under the 
name of 4he ‘Mystery and Common: 
antly of the Barbers and Surgeons 
of London,” and Holbein the cele- 


brated artist, made a painting of the . 


event. 

The charter of ‘King Henry was 
confirmed by Charles I., but in the 
reign of George II., the old union of 
the Barbers and Surgeons was‘ dis- 
solved apd henceforth the surgeons 
of England were left to struggle 
along as best they could. They 
haven’t made such a bad job of it. 

The colours of the barber’s’ pole 
represent incidents of far away 
tintes; the red signifies blood, the 
white the bandage. 

But the barber-surgeon, if divorced 
from his former occupation ‘in :-Eng- 
land, survived for a long time in 
other lands. As late as 1846 in the 
south’ of Spain, barber shops gener- 
ally had a-notice that the barber did 
mid-wifery and surgery: as well as 
shaving, and far more recently Sir 
John. Simon «says that ‘‘he.\had.the 
honour of being: shaved by a barber 
who had Prof. Virchow’s (the great 
German pathologist’s) latest publi- 
cations on the book-shelf beside his 
basin.”

There are sev- 
eral other advantages, but one {ofthe 
main is the undertaking to help*the

to work on some job for wages for a 
period of at least six months immed- 
iately after graduation, if a suctable 
place may. be found for. her.

To these tenets of the right to rule themselves and the right of in- 
dividual freedom not only do ‘the British-born elements of the community 
subscribe whole-heartedly and with passion, but also the vast majority of 
those who have come’to this country from lands where other tongues are 
spoken, the great majority of whom have taken the oath to support and sus- 
tain the constitution of the country of their adoption, the hospitality of 
which they have sought and are enjoying, together with’ all the privileges 
ahd-‘rights which go with Canadian citizenship. 

During the Great’ War many of these people from other lands, includ- 
ing the countries with which:Canada and Great Britain were at war at the 
time gave many evidences of their loyalty and love for the country which 
they had adopted. Many of them enlisted with the Canadian forces and 
served .overseas, some of them with: marked distinction, while others re- 
mained at home to render valuable services in steadying those who were 
inclined to waver -between two allegiances. To-day, they and their. chil- 
dren are honored and respected citizens of the country. Their loyalty to 
Canadian institutions and the Canadian form of democratic government is 


beyond all question and that applies to the overwhelming majority of these 
nationals,

Aviation and wireless are the two 
inventions of our times that have 
been the great revolutionary  im- 
provements in human communica- 
tion; they have brought the people of 
the world very close to one another, 
and at once to their advantage and 
their peril.

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LESSON TO EUROPE 


BALDWIN SAYS 
CANADA IS OBJECT 


Toronto,-Union of French and 
English in Canada is an object les- 
son to Europe that war or threat of 
war is “not necessarily a law of na- 
ture and that after centuries of 
strife, nations can seek peace and 
they can find it,” Harl Baldwin said 
here in the first of three lectures in 
University of Toronto’s Convocation 
hall. ‘ 

That reconciliation and union of 
two racial groups was a_ practical 
demonstration not only of tolerance 
but also of “certain qualities by 
which alone our empire can be pre- 
served”—loyalty, sympathy and un- 


_ derstanding. 


. 


In suggesting. other countries 
might be persuaded -to follow the ex- 
ample of the British, Earl Baldwin 
made plain he was not assuming any 
English complacency and ee 
eousness., 

“We in our empire, after much ex- 
periment, have adopted the method 
of mutal co-operation ‘in attempting’ 
the solution of our problems. We 
have happily been able to show ‘that 
difficulties can be resolved by discus- 
sion where we are certain they could 
not be by force. We have found that 
this method of co-operation can be 


' adapted to domestic needs as well as 


to those of wider imperial import: 

“There is nothing of complacency 
or self-righteousness in holding that 
such methods may be employed in a 
wider sphere and in failing to see 
why they should not be employed 
‘with success.” 

His address inaugurated a lecture- 
ship established in tribute to the 
“wise and’ beneficent rule’ of Sir 
Robert Falconer as president from 
1907 to 1982 of the. University of 
Toronto, a university which has be- 
come, in Earl Baldwin’s’ opinion, 
“one of the most significant in the 
English-speaking world,” 

“What common stuff have I found 
in our people?” Earl Baldwin asked. 
“Fundamentally a stout individual- 
ism, yet with the power of co-opera- 
tion, a broad ,and tolerant humanity, 
and ‘humor. Not wit, which is of the 
intellect, but humor, which is of the 
heart. . cig 

“T€ is said that we are impervious 
to,ideas and that problems of the 
intellect do not interest us ag a ‘peo- 
ple. There is truth in that but I do 
not think that we are incapable of 
undersanding.”” 

The Englishman’s reaction to a 
new proposition in politics or other 
fields was, “will it work?” and he 
had an uncanny instinct as to what 
would or would not work. 

No two democracies were alike, 
either in form or spirit.. The British 
cofistitution, a monarchy and de- 
mocracy, could never have been cre- 

_ ated but only evolved, the result of 
the work of countless men of all 
classes and many creeds. 

“This tradition is. in itself ‘our 
greatest safeguard and without it we 
should be more exposed to: certain 
obvious dangers in not having a 
written constitution. In that we are 
singular. The very flexibility makes 
us cautious and at the same time 
allows us an adaptability in our evo- 
lution which our political sense en- 
ables us to utilize to the fullest ex- 
tent” 

The English carts system was not 
one of rival ideologies nor of “im- 
ported innovations” adapted to a 
structure unfitted to receive them. 

The danger of the constitution would 
come on the day the party system 
was changed to that of rival 
ideologies, neither of which will suf- 
fer the very existence of its oppon- 
ents. 

“Any attempt to change the basis 
of our constitution whether from the 
left or right might easily strain it to 
the breaking point. That is why in- 
ternally we have no dealings with 
Fascism or Communism. Hither

Such a com- 
mittee might either be composed of 
members of the commons or the sen- 
ate or be a joint committee of both 
houses, he said. 

General Griesbach, war-time com- 
mander of the Ist Canadian Infantry 
brigade, spoke on the government’s 
measure aimed at creating a de- 
fence purchasing board.

Moving -second reading, Senator 
Raoul Dandurand, government leader, 
outlined the scope of the bill and re- 
called the circumstances which, dur- 
ing the Great War, had led up to 
the establishing of the war purchas- 
ing commission., He cited the vari- 
ous enactments adopted by the war- 
time government to eliminate exces- 
sive profits from war supplies and 
declared the present bill to be an 
effort in the same direction. 


A Vicious Spiral y 


Sir Edward Beatty Opposed. To Any 
Further Increase In Taxation 
Montreal.—_ While. taxes are neces- 
sary, there is no need for Canadains 
to “reconcile ourselves to any fur- 


ther increase in taxation, or even to 
the maintenance of the present situ- 


ation,” ‘Sir Edward Beatty, president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, told 
the annual meeting of the Purchas- 
ing Agents’ Association of Montreal. 

“My own strong feeling is that we 
have got into a _ vicious spiral,” he 
said. “Disturbed economic condi- 
tions have tended to increase the 
number of people who are supported 
by taxation. This in turn; increases 
taxation, which tendg to enlarge the 
number who will become dependent 
‘on taxes. I think, indeed, that we 
have gone quite far on sucha spiral 
in Canada, but I do not believe that 
we have to go on unendingly.” 

A matter to which the association 
might devote its attention; said the 
speaker, was that of price parity in 
the Dominion. — 

“In my business,’’ he said, “I am 
very much worried about this lack of 
price parity... and what.I can do 
with it. ~ 

“I know, for example,:.that our 
biggest single block of customers— 
the farmers of western Canada—are 
not getting enough for their goods to 
enable them to buy what other peo- 
ple have to sell, and my company 
cannot hope to prosper unless this 
exchange of traffic goes on. If we 
are to have profit, then the farmer 
must sell wheat and buy other goods 
as well. It is difficult for him to do 
that in any volume at the present 
level of income which he enjoys. 

“That leads me to think that, un- 
less the price. of what the farmer 
produces is going to rise very rapid- 
ly, the rest of us will have to set our 
minds very seriously to reducing the 
price of what he buys.”

“The output is being enlarged and 
&@ sufficient capacity is being cre- 
ated in Canada,” he said. “I am 
glad to say that Australia, South 
Africa and India also contemplate 
setting up factories for the manu- 
facture of these guns.” 

He stated the British government 
no longer’ had to pay royalties for 
the manufacture of these weapons, 
originated in Czecho-Slovakia. 


A UNITED FRONT 
MUST BE SHOWN 


London.—Rt. Hon, R. B, Bennett, 
addressing a Canada club dinner in 
his honor, said people claiming equal- 
ity within the British commonwealth 
of nations could not possibly be at 
war and at peace at the same time, 

“You cannot maintain neutrality 
and. owe allegiance to a common 
crown if one Dominion is at war and 
another is at peace,” the former 
Canadian prime minister said. “That 
problem, however, is with us and is 
one with which responsible states- 
men of the empire must grapple.” 

Mr. Bennett said that however 
great difficulties . were ‘ encountered, 
or whatever sacrifices were involved, 
if the life of the empire was threat- 
ened, there would arise “such a feel- 
ing as would manifest itself by 
Sweeping aside longings for peace.’ 

In that surge would also arise a 
demand that Canadians take their 
place in deftnding the life of the 
empire along with the freedom and 


' | liberty its peoples had enjoyed. - 


‘He is convinced that if the empire 
is to survive it can only do so on 
the basis of consolidation of its eco- 
nomic life. 

“T believe we must find some 
scheme for closer co-ordination of 
effort in foreign affairs if we are to 
present a united front to the world,” 
Mr. Bennett went on. 

He said he personally was con- 
vinced that ministers ‘of every gov- 
ernment, .of _ overseas. Dominions 
might well be resident in London for 
closer consultation in times of crisis 


the world.” 

This was the first public dinner given 
Mr. Bennett since he arrived to take 
lip permanent residence in England. 

Winston Churchill, 
member of parliament, also spoke, 
while in the audience were kwo!

PROMOTE PEACE 


London.—Great Britain offered a 
“no encirclement” pledge to: Germany 
as the cabinet stepped up its drive 
for more arms and allies. 


Foreign Secretary Viscount Hali- 
fax, discussing the ‘cry of encircle- 
ment” raised by Germany and Italy 
against the French-British defensive 
front, declared: 


“I would be prepared at any time 
to give a most solemn undertaking 
on the authority of the government 
that no such idea would ever find a 
place in British policy.” 

For Britain to attempt to forge a 
ring of steel’ round Germany would 
not only be ‘folly, he. said, but “it 
would be contrary to the whole trend 
of British thought which rests essen- 
tially on a desire to live and let live 
in the world.” °— : 

Lord Halifax said negotiations 
with Soviet Russia for an air pact 
were being actively pursued and he 
hoped “recognition of different points 
of view’’ would permit the ‘‘progress 
that we all desire.” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain spoke 
briefly in parliament; saying he had 
nothing new to report.on defensive 
alliance negotiations. 

Lord Halifax said Britain would 
go. to war only as a last resort. 


‘If war ever came again to the 
world,” he said, “it would, so far as 
the people of this country are con- 
cerned, only be because they would 
fee] there was no other way of de-| 
fending the causes and values which | 
to them are more’ important than 
life itself.” 


Lord Halifax denied! Britain’s 
policy aimed at dividing the world 
“into. two camps.” 

“We are always ready to take our 
part in more. positive endeavors, not 
only to restrict force, but to promote 
enduring peace,” he ‘said. 

Lord Halifax said Sir Nevile Hen- 
derson, British ambassador to. Ger- 
many, would return to Berlin when 
his leave expired. He gave no hint 
as to exactly when the ambassador, 
who was ordered to London to re- 
port shortly after the German an- 
nexation of- Czecho-Slovakia, would 
complete his holiday,

A source usually well informed 
sdid “the entire forces” of the three 
nations would be pledged to resist 
any aggression in Europe if the pro- 
posals were. accepted.

It was reported also talks with 
Turkey were progressing. 


Thus some quarters believed if 
agreement could be reached with 
Moscow, Britain shortly would be 
able to announce inclusion of two 
new allies—one with great reserves 
of manpower and raw materials and 
the other of prime strategic import- 
ance—in the front she is building in 
an attempt te check the Rome-Berlin 
axis, 


Poland, Greece and Roumania al- 
ready have received promises of 
French-British aid if their independ- 
ence is threatened. 


Details both of the proposals and 
counter-proposals wére kept secret, 
but previous reports had - indicated 
Britain sought a‘ pledge of Soviet 
aerial aid in event of any military 
threat to the independence of Poland 
and Roumania, which France and 
Britain have promised to defend. 

Government circles appeared not 
greatly perturbed: by the address of 
Premier Mussolini in Rome and ‘some 
thought it even comparatively mild, 


inasmuch .as Il Duce cited plans for” 


a world exposition in Rome in 1942 
as proof of. peace expectations al- 
though he called President Roose- 
velt’s proposal for a 10-year peace 
agreement “absurd”. 


Winston Churchill,. wartime min- 
ister of munitions, it is believed, will 
enter the cabinet’ shortly, possibly as 
lord ‘president of the council, a post 
now held by Viscount Runciman. 
Robert Hudson, overseas trade secre- 
tary, and Captain Euan Wallace, fin- 
ancial secretary to the. treasury, 
were mentioned as possible successors 
at the transport office. 

Reuters News Agency said Capt. 
Wallace was the likely choice.

Shortly before the Lindbergh an- 
nouncement was made, President 
Roosevelt held a conference with fin- 
ancial’and other advisors on ways of 
protecting the United States from 
any economic shocks which would 
result if Europe went to war.
